DISASTROUS FIRE THIS MORNING 


House Occupied by Judge Mahoney at Corner of School and 
Abbot Streets Badly Damaged by Fire and Water— 
Loss on Building and Furniture 


A disastrous fire broke out early this morning in the house at the corner of 
Abbot and School streets occupied by Judge J. J. Mahoney, and owned by the 
trustees of Abbot Academy, and causing damage to buildings of several thousands 
and to furniture of $2,000. The fire was the most stubborn which the department 
has been called upon to fight for several years and when the combination arrived, 
flames were bursting through the basement window on the northwest side of the 
house. The alarm was given at one o’clock, Judge Mahoney being awakened by 
one of the majds, who smelled smoke. Neighbors immediately answered the call 
for help, and while the fire department, which made a very prompt response, 
busied itself with fighting the flames, the former removed all the furniture except 
the grand piano which was covered with waterproof covers, and is probably little 
damaged. 

The fire started in a waste box in the heater room. Judge Mahoney was at the 
heater shortly before 11 o’clock and there was then no evidence of fire. It is cer- 
tain however, that the fire must have started soon afterwards, from the manner in 
which it spread.

How a Railroad Company Traces 
Runaway Freight Cars 


At times when the scarcity of freight 
cars causes the railroads to place an 
embargo upon certain classes of goods, 
the problem of keeping track of its cars 
to see that they do not run away and 
become wanderers upon the face of the 

earth is a stupendous one for each com- 
pany. 

When a freight car is built, it is given 
a number before it leaves the shop, and 
thereafter it is always known by that 
number until it is worn out and scrapped. 
When a new car receives its number, and 
starts out upon its business career, it is 
entered in the record book, and a care- 
ful account of its wanderings and earn- 
ing power are kept there. This record 
book is a histcry of the car, and by con- 
sulting it, one can learn how many 
trips it has made, what cities it has visit- 
ed how many times it has been to the re- 
pair shop, and also where it is supposed 
to be at any given time. 

But in spite of all this care in keeping 
a record of each car, now and then for 
some unexplained reason, one disappears 
from sight-—literally...anning-=-rway: 
Some of the big companies employ cat 
i tracers, but as a rule a printed tracer is 
first sent after the car to bring it back 
home. This printed tracer in a blue en- 
velope is sent to the person in whose 
jurisdiction the car was last supposed to 
be, and if it had passed out of ‘his dis- 
trict the tracer is sent on to the next one 
to whom the car was consigned. This 
little printed ttacer failing Lo’ bring the 
car home in a reasonable length of time, 
a man known as a tracer is sent after it. 
The tracer is really a railroad car de- 
tective. 

“And sometimes it is more difficult to 
track a runaway freight car than a 
criminal. There are tens of thousands 
of miles of railways, and hundreds of 
thousands of freight cars, and to find the 
one carrying a certain number is often 
like hunting for a needle in a haystack. 
The tracer may arrive in a city, where 
the runaway car is supposed to be, at 
the very moment when the car is leaving 
it in the opposite direction. It may cross 
his track on a parallel line, or dodge 
around him ona short line’ It may he 
headed north, or rolling merrily toward 
the Pacific while he is going toward the 
Atlantic. 

A runaway car apparently is as de- 
prayed as any criminal. It hides on a 
lonely siding or gets lost in a short 
swamp line. One such runaway rested 
nearly a year on a siding in Southern 
Texas simply because it got lost, and no 
one seemed to know just what to do 
with it. The nearest freight agent had 
no record of it, and no tracer had re- 
quested its return. Going on the prin- 
ciple that what is ‘‘everybody’s business 
is nobody’s business,”’ this local agent 
made no effort to hunt up the owners. If 
the order had been received by him to 
return it he would have obeyed, but 
lacking such orders he left it on the sid- 
ing. In the course of time, it was oc- 
cupied by a family of squatters, who 
lived quite comfortably in ‘t for six 
months, and were routed out only when 
quite by accident the car tracer discov- 
ered it.—Popular Mechanics. 


Letter From a Centenarian 

Such letters are so unusual that I 
think this one deserves mention in the 
Townsman, even though the writer was 
not a native of Andover, and perhaps 
never set foot in our historic town. 
Seeing in the papers that Captain 
Charles E. Ranlett of Auburndale was 
to have his one hundredth birthday last 
week, I hastened to send him greetings 
in memory of long-ago acquaintance, 
and received kindly reply. In the sum- 
mer of 1860 he was the master of a 
new and beautiful schooner, the “Nau- 
tilus,”’ from Thomaston, Maine, which 
carried to Labrador and Greenland a 
scientific expedition under the lead of 
Prof. Paul A. Chadbourne, afterward 
President Chadbourne of Williams Col- 
lege. On the way to the far North they 
harbored at the mission station of 
Caribou Island, on the Labrador coast, 
to leave a party for scientific work, call- 
ing for them on their return from Green- 
land a few weeks later. So we had two 
delightful visits from the captain and 
the professor, the latter preaching to 
the fishermen and sailors who gathered 
when the Bethel flag was raised on 
Sunday. 

Seven men, Bowdoin and Williams 
students, pitched their tent on the 
mission island, cruising about in their 
floral, geological and marine investi- 
gations. The best known of these was 
Alpheus S. Packard of Bowdoin College, 
(a pupil of Prof. E. C. Smyth there) who 
with his long-handled dip-net, gave the 
name to “Packard Shoals,” near the 
mission-house, not missing a flying 
fowl or swimming fish or creeping 
thing for his collection! He visited the 
coast again four years later with the 
artist Bradford, and published the best 
book on the.Labrador Coast that has 
ever been written. Until his death in 
1905 he was a distinguished professor 
in Brown University, his family re- 
siding now on Orchard street, Andover. 

Another of the party was Russell 
Butler (Andover Seminary, 1861) who 
became so much interested in the mis- 
sion that he afterward spent geyeral 
most useful years in its service. Wil- 
liam W. Chapin was ip 1863, a.Semin- 
ary graduate and died early in India. 
Edward Payson Hopkins of. digtin- 
guished family bravely fell on a Virgin- 
ia battle-field in 1864. Young Tyng was 
son of the celebrated Dr. S. H. Tyng, 
P. A. 1811. In the Greenland company 
—as I see by my autograph book—was 
Walter S. Poor, from Andover, Me.— 
which sounds as though he might have 
been descended from the Poors of An- 
(lover, Mass. He was in the Union 
army also. As far as I know, the only 
living member of that expedition is Rev. 
William-P. Aleott,.now of Boxford, P.A 
1857, and Seminary, 1865, who ig often 
at the Phillips alumni gatherings, and 
called not long ago for ‘a bit of a chat 
on the old times. 

Captain Ranlett has lived in Auburn- 
dale for many years, has served in the 
Legislature several terms, and was 
sorry that he did not feel able to vote 
once more—on the right side—in the 
election two days before his centennial 
birthday. So, what with his daughter 
having been a Mt. Holyoke classmate of 
an Andover lady who was afterward a 
missionary at Caribou Island, and both 
a daughter and niece of President Chad- 
bourne haying heen Abhot Academy 
students, one of them the wife of Rev. 
S. G. Wood, Seminary graduate of 
1880, the other a well-known Abbot 
teacher, the arctic voyage of Captain 
Ranlett, the centenarian, in the ‘*Nau- 
tilus,”’ fifty-six years ago, did have 
some connection with Andover!

Red Cross Seal Sale Contest 

With the opening of the Red Cross 
Seal Sale today, every state and thou- 
sands of cities, towns and villages are 
entering a competition to see who will 
sell the most seals per capita for the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis in their communi- 
}tres. Over 300,000,000 seals have been 
distributed for the sale. 

The cities, towns and villages have 
been divided into 10 classes according to 
population ranging from 600 to 1,000,000 
and over. Pennants will be awarded }y 
the American Red Cross and The 
National Asso¢iation for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in each of the 
classes. Similar pennants will be award- 
ed to states selling the most seals per in- 
habitant, the states being divided into 
three classes according to population. 

Last year Hershey, Pa., sold more 
seals per capita than any other city or 
town in the United States, reaching « 
total’ of 29.04. In Rhode Island, 2.29 
seals per capita were purchased by the 
people of the state, a record sale among 
the states. 

In additiqn to the pennants, a special 
honor certificate will be awarded to ans 
community which sells five or more seals 
per inhabitant. Jt is hoped that this 
rivalry among cities and states will stimir 
ulate the sale of Christmas seals to 
100,000,000. This will mean $1,000,000 
for the fight against tuberculosis in the 
United States.

The Plattsburg camps have come and 
gone for this year. They are a great 
national institution. Each summer 
increasing thousands of young citizens 
give up a month of their time to learn 
to be soldiers. What they really learn 
is that a soldier cannot be made in a 
month or two months or six months. 
They go back home enthusiastic advo- 
cates of universal military training for 
the youth of the country. Best of all, 
they go home to demonstrate to their 
fellow men the industrial value of mili- 
tary training, in physical well being and 
endurance, mental clearness, new habits 
of industry, self-discipline, obedience to 
orders_from_superiors, ability to give 
orders and see that they are carried out. 

The value of the camp is not entirely 
confined to the men. The regular offi- 

| cers who train them also profit. They 
get the civilian viewpoint and learn the 
nature of the task of suddenly making 
an army out raw recruits. Many of 
them for the first time in their lives 
command a company or a regiment at 
war strength. Their experience has been 
with the depleted peace units of the reg- 
ular army.

Police Sculpture in Court 


The ingenious feat of Police Lieuten- 
ant Williams in rebuilding with clay 
a face upon an unknown skull and se- 
curing the identification of a murdered 
man by his relatives has attracted na- 
tion-wide attention. That identificaticn 
is about to be tested in court, and we 
shall-soon know whether it is strong 
enough to serve the purposes of a crimi- 
nal prosecution. 

Romano, arrested for the murder of 
the two men whose bodies were found 
buried on a farm near Canarsie, has 
been held by a coroner’s jury for homi- 
cide. The identification of one of the 
bodies found was made by the dead 
man’s sister by means of various of his 
belongings found with the skeleton. 
But in the other case the identification 
depends upon the recognition by the 
man’s relatives of the skeleton skull, as 
filled in by Lieutenant Williams. Iden- 
tification by the man’s teeth would be 
possible but for the death of the dentist 
who worked upon them ‘hortly before 
his disappearance. As it is, there is 
nothing left but the skull and the police 
sculpture wrought upon it. 

Whatever the outcome of the case, 
whether it turns upon the identification 
of the victims or upon the difficulty of 
connecting the man now held with the 
disdppearance or death of the men, the 
development of the covered skull has 
already produeed results so startling 
that the method is sure to be tried again 
in the identification of unknown dead. 
dt may prove quite as valuable in cases 
of accidental, death as in those where 
the solution of a crime is involved. 
—Bryooklyn Eagle.

Sunday 
addresses himself very positively to the 
evil of intemperance. He is a great 
crusader along this line. He will get his 
audiences, and he will maké-his-sensa- 
tion. He will ‘stir up’ Boston—and ket 
us freely admit that Boston sadly noose 
to be stirred up, It is at least impossi 
to ignore him.”

Public Building Progress 


The new high school building seems 
to be progressing in excellent fashion, 
and would appear to have the prelimin- 
ary work so well out of the way that the 
general work on the superstructure can 
be carried on to advantage even though | 
the season for building is fast waning. 
It is interesting to see how sentiment } 
has changed relative to the trees around ! 
the old building since they were re- 
moved to make way for the new struc- 
ture. A number of people have said to 
the writer that could they have known 
how much better the old building would ; 
have looked with the trees out, they | 


removed many years ago. 
“foresight and hindsight” 
to be still working, and they 
to work in connection with almost any 
proposition where a look ahead is so 
difficult for many people to take. 

The situation at the Punchard Build- 
ing is in a measure duplicated at the 
other building designated for more or 
less public use in so far as progress of the 
work is concerned, but in other respects 
the public has a very different point of 
view from. that which it holds toward 
the new high school structure. As if it 
were not enough to have the Post 
Office carried to Essex street in a lo- 
cality totally out of place for it, there 
now comes a definite report that the 
other portions of the building, which is 
to be a one-story structure, are to be 
occupied by a pool-room and bowling 
alley. 

What a glorious lay-out this is for 
this fine old town of Andover, having 
its only government service in which the 
students who come here can have any 
particular interest, housed in a building 
where the remainder of the room is de- 
voted to a corruption of young morals 
and such influences as-pool-rooms and 
bowling alleys naturally exert; and all 
this under the influence of a Democracy 
led by a President trained as a univer- 
sity professor. 

But enough, lest somebody say the 
writer is sore, and he isn’t sore a bit 
save for the effect that all this is to 
have on this splendid comunity in the 
years to come. For two hundred 
years, or ever since the business life of 
Andover began, all kinds of public 
servants and all kinds of private busi- 
ness affecting the town interests were 
carried on by men who required no 
watching, whose purposes were never 
in doubt because it was known that the 
Andover influence would keep them 
going along the lines of what was best 
| for the entire community. 

Are we to make up our minds that 
the shift under which we are now seeing 
some of these things happen that we 
don’t like, is a permanent one or is it 
just a temporary break? Certainly let 
us hope it is the latter.

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CARNEGIE GIVES CHECK 


Phillips ‘hice i Receives $25,000 
to Complete the Purchase Fund 
of Seminary Property 


Phillips Academy has received the gift 
of $25,000 from Andrew Carnegie, in 
fulfilment of his promise to pay, that 
amount towards the purchase price of 
$200,000 of the Seminary property, 
when $175,000 had been collected. Te 
years ago the trustees of Phillips Acad. 
emy purchased the land and buildings 
of the Andover Theological Seminary. 
when that institution was removed to 
Cambridge. The property consisted 
of 135 acres of land with several build- 
ings, the best known being the Chapel, 
Phillips, Pearson, and Bartlet Halls, 
Brechin Library now the Administra- 
tion building and also several houses oc- 
cupied by the Seminary professors, now 
the residences of members of the faculty. 

A campaign to secure funds was in- 
stituted and members of the trustees 
‘approached Mr. Carnegie who made the 
promise that he would give the last 
$25,000 of the total amount. Principal 
Stearns and Treasurer Sawyer have, 
during the last few years, made many 
trips through the big cities where 
Phillips Academy aluumni are located 
and have been very successful in their 
efforts to clear off the indebtedness. 
The endeavors were fruitful and last 
Tuesday the Trustees announced that 
a check had been received from Mr. 
Carnegie according to his promise. 
This is the largest individual gift the 
Academy has received from one who is 
not an alumnus of the school.

The Tree of Light 


Years ago a lonely American student 
in Germany, saw from the deserted 
streets candles glittering from many 
family trees indoors, but for him .and 
for others outside there was nothing. 
. His thoughts took tangible form years 
later in the great New York out-door 
municipal tree, standing fer good will 
to all people—the lonely rich and the 
lonely poor. A beautiful national cus- 
tom was born, for cities and villages 
have borrowed the idea, last year about 
1,000—and this year from ocean to 
ocean, from north to south, trees will 
b¢'lighted, making visible the spirit of 
the day. ‘‘ Dear Tree cf Light,” wrote a 
little place after its third celebration, 
‘*never before has our village expressed 
so true and so beautiful a community 
spirit.” 

The only gifts are music and light in- 
discriminately given to all, no matter 
how large the crowds, or what the age, 
race or religion. The carol singing is a 
feature but the tree is kept free from 
the material misinterpretation of Christ- 
mas, that we may learn the real meaning 
of the day. The lack of gifts is appre- 
ciated even by those who need them. 
“You see, ma’am,”’ said one of these, 
*‘T didn't come for a present, I just want 
to look at the tree.” 

It is an easy matter for a town to have 
a tree. Once started, it grows of itself, 
and spreads till the whole community 
is imbued with the spirit, and a feeling of 
cheer and good-fellowship envelopes the 
town. Boy and Girl Scouts, Campfire 
Girls, school-children, church choirs, all 
sorts of clubs, give their services.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


Prof W. J. Cunningham of Harvard 
Addressed Men’s Club of Free 
Church on Government 
Ownership of Railroads 


e 

“We are slowly drifting toward gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads and the 
passage of the Adamson law was one of 
the biggest steps in that direction”’, was 
the statement of Prof. W. J. Cunning- 
ham of Harvard University before the 
Men’s Club of the Free Church, Tues- 
day evening. Personally he was opposed 
to government ownership and although 
conducted successfully by Germany or 
rather, Kaiser Wilhelm, who is really 
the head of the Prussian system, since 
he makes the appointments and is not 
responsible to legislatures, a free, dem- 
ocratic people would not tolerate such a 
system. 

Prussia is the only country in the 
world .where government ownership of 
railroads has been a success and is the 
only country where conditions are such 
as to make it a success. 

Professor Cunningham spoke of the 
Adamson law and its workings. He 
said that it was not what the brother- 
hoods expected and in al probability 
was unconstitutional. Moreover if it is 
literally enforced, it will deprive the 
trainmen of many things they have 
fought for years to secure. The Adam- 
son law has done more to put railroads 
under government ownership than any- 
thing tha has happened and railroads 
are slowly drifting that way. It will 
come quickly and in some great crisis. 
At the present time the matter is being 
considered;:and the Newlands commit- 


tee will open hearings at Washington |’ 


soon after which the whole subject will 
be discussed by Congress. A physical 
valuation of the railroads is being taken 
for that purpose and one of the most as- 


tonishing things in connection with it is | 


the fact. that so- far overcapitalization 
is not in evidence, not even in the Boston 
and Maine. 

He gave a condensed summary of the 
railroad mileage of the United States 
and Europe, the former having 40%-of 
the mileage of the world. Except in 
England and France there was also 
more mileage on the basis of population. 
One of the outstanding features of 
American railroads has been the ability 
of managers to keep ahead and by in- 
creased efficiency to absorb the in- 
creased cost of operation. The time, 
however, is approaching when this will 
be no longer possible, in fact, the limit 
has been reached and railroad invest- 
ments are no longer attractive. In the 
decade ending 1904, the returns from 
railroad investments were exceedingly 
attractive. There was an increase of 


24% in capitalization, in revenue 84%, 


expenses 83%, with taxes 60%. The net 
revenue increase was 87.%. Inthe decade 
ending 1914, conditions were reversed, 
and railroad investments were no longer 
attractive. Capitilization increased 45%, 
revenue 54%, expense 64%, while 
taxes increased 127%. The net revenue 
increased only 33%. 


He said that 42,000 miles of railroads 
were in the hands of receivers in 1915, 
and that less new mileage had been 
built than at any time sinc: the eivil war. 
The year 1916 shows an improvement, 
but was not a healthy growth, and due 
chiefly to war conditions. 

Railroads as a whole are honestly 
managed. There have been cases of 
poor administration and of actual, 
down-right dishonesty, but these are 
few in comparison. Railroad managers, 
as a whole, mean to be, and are honest in 
their dealings with the public, investors 
and employees. 

In speaking of Prussian ownership of 
railroads, Prof. Cunningham said that 
they were built by private capital and 
taken over by the state after ten years 
of agitation, in 1890. Bismarck first 
advocated state ownership in 1879. 
Several reasons were advanced, but in 
view of the past two years the suspicion 
of state ownership for military reasons, 
has been verified. Bismarck said that 
it was to curb greed and selfishness and 
arbitrariness of individual ownership. 
Economic reasons were put forth, but 
military reasons seem to predominate. 
The system is controlled by the Kaiser 
who appoints his minister of public 
works and his authority is absolute. 
Efficiency is at a high water mark and 
there is no graft. The profit from the 
railroads is $50,000,000 per annum and 
this is turned over to the state treasury. 
The service and rates do not compare 
very favorably with American railroads, 
and as 90% of the travel is third and 


-| fourth class, the balance is still mere in 


favor of the United “States. ' Freight 
rates are ‘twice as high as here. But the 
operation of the roads is highly success- 
ful. I€ doesn’t follow, however, that 
state ownership would be equally suc- 
cessful in America. It depends wholly

treasurer, John C. Angus. 

The most notable achievement of the 
past year“by the society has been the 
transformation of Indian Ridge reser- 
vation, from a waste of undergrowth and 
dead trees, to what in the next twenty- 
five years will undoubtedly prove to be 
a playground for that section of the 
town and a beauty spot for generations 
to come. With the acquisition of the 
town gravel pit from which no more 
road material is available, the society 
has plans under way for incorporation in 
the general scheme for the preservation 
of Indian*Ridge. A start has also been 
made to enclose the reservation on Red 
Spring road with a stone boundary, and 
two very attractive gateways have been 
erected. 

Mr. Sanborn addressed the meeting, 
telling of the work accomplished by the 
Improvement Society in Danvers. He 
said that village improvement was car- 
ried on there practically the same as in 
Andover. The society in Danvers had se- 
cured a 25-acre park and had supplied 
it with playground equipment. Besides 
a football field and tennis courts, there 
were also several baseball diamonds. 
The town finally took over the care of 
the park and playground, but the ini- 
tiative was with the Improvement So- 
ciety. The Danyers society has now no 
ownership of any grounds, but it takes 
over the development and beautifying 
of private plots of ground. 

The society is also interested in various 
phases of work for ciyic improvement, 
and Mr. Sanborn instanced the Social 
cage work, corresponding to the Guild 
hefe. One schoolhouse is open through 
the winter four nights each week, and 
four instructors are employed. 

Mr. Sanborn also spoke of the Edu- 
cational fund for civic improvement and 
Andover people were interested to learn 
that while in Danvers, the late Rev. 
Robert A. MacFadden, for several years 
pastor. of. the W st. Church, was the 
originator of the idea. His purpose was: 
to give poorer children an opportunity 
for pursuance of their studies after 
leaving school. Mr. MacFadden did 

ot live to see his plans realized, but the 
fund has been established and has been 
named the Robert A. MacFadden fund. 
So great a success has it been that con- 
tributions are numerous enough to 
allow the principal to be used. Clean- 
up work is also a feature of the society. 

Professor Forbes paid a well de- 
served tribute to Miss Lincoln for her 
faithful service as clerk, and her efficient 
work in furthering the plans of the so- 
ciety. 


Report of the Clerk of The Andover 
Village Improvement Society for the 
year ending November 13, 1916. 

It hardly seems possible that the 
European war could affect, the work of 
our little society, but it is a fact that it 
has done so. We had hoped this year, 
to complete the work of grading the 
Hill park, and made arrangements to 
haye the work done a few weeks ago, 
but the contractor was obliged to give 
up the job, as, owing to the great 
scarcity of labor, he was unable to- se- 
cure workers. 

To make this park more attractive 
we asked the Board of Public Works 
last winter to petition the County Com- 
missioners to abolish a portion of the 
old “County Road” which crosses the 
park. They approved the proposal and 
sent the petition. A public hearing was 
held in the spring, but the final decision, 
to close the roadway, was not made 
until fall, which accounts for our being 
so late in making our arrangements. 
We hope the early spring will see the 
work completed. 

Some other unnecessary crossings 
will be eliminated at this point, and ex- 
isting necessary roads will be given broad | 
curves even at a sacrifice of greensward, 
or will be re-located to improve the 
whole situation. 

We also asked through the Town 
Meeting, that The Bowlders be accepted 
as a public park, there having been some | 
criticism of the town for expending 
money there. 

It may be remembered that when the 
new railroad station was built, the 
B. & M. R. R. agreed to exchange land 
with the town, taking some from The 
Bowlders for widening the roadway, and 
giving the portion of this plot owned by 
them, in return. 

However, no record was made of the 
transfer and the matter has finally been 
adjusted by the town leasing ‘in per- 
petuity”’ this land, and the “Oval” (the | 
small green, tree covered plot, lying be- 
tween The Bowlders and the R. R. 
crossing on Essex street), for the sum of 
$1.00 yearly. 

At Indjan Ridge,«a large amount of 
money has been expended as the place’} 
was in a deplorable condition, owing to 
neglect and fhe ravages of the gypsy and

The policy has been to cut out all of 
the oaks as they are partigularly at- 
tractive to these pests, which after des- 
troying the deciduous trees,’ attack the 
pines, The whole twenty-three acres 
has been thoroughly spriyed-and the 
ravages of the moths were this year fe+ 
duced toa minimum. As far as possilste

The ground was cleaned up for | 
sightliness and to remove a fire hazard. 

A thick growth of young pines has | 
already started on the cleared areas, 
which in a few years will make the place 
very attractive. Two gateways have 
been built of native stone on the Red 
Spring road side of the woodland, and 
the entrance on Reservation road 
widened and improved by removing a 
portion of the embankment, re-grading | 
and sowing grass seed. 

A line of field stone outlines the tract 
by the sides of both roads.

It is the hope of the trustees that, in 
time, the land-owned by the town may be 
given by the town to complete our tract, 
as this is now totally uncared for, and is 
a breeding place for moths, as well as a 
fire menace. 

If this is not done, and no care is 
given it, we feel that the growth on the 
town land is doomed to an early death. 

Plans are under way to take care of 
the gravel pit which adjoins our prop- 
erty, and from which all suitable mater- 
ial for roads has been removed. 

The committee in charge have worked 
without sparing themselves, and de- 
serve the gratitude of the whole com 
munity for their labors. -They invite 
nature lovers to visit the Ridge, and see 
for themselves the treasure we have 
there, the value of which Andover as a 
whole has never appreciated; but we 
are confident that another half century 
will justify the purchase the the expendi- 
tures made to preserve it. 

State Forester Rane, in a speech some 
time ago, made a plea for forests as the 
playgrounds of the future, and I wish to 
quote a report of his talk because of its 
application to Indian Ridge. 


“The cultivated woods and forests 
near Paris have delighted and refreshed 
two centuries of French life. Woods 
jammed with ynderbrush, fallen trees, 
and gutted with swampy ground 
may delight the hunter or the rough 
and ready camper-out; but for the aver- 
age city dweller, a forest of tall ever- 
greens with a clean, resilient carpet of 
brown needles, and long vistas of sun- 
spotted paths brings joy and content- 
ment and something very like exuber- 
ance. 


“Forests like these, within a few 
minutes of the heart of a city, forests 
such as are the pride of Brussels, The 
Hague, and every smallest city of south- 
ern Germany, would instill a new life 
into New England. 

“No factory is depressing if a rest- 
ful wooded park of thousands of acres 
lies within a five-minute walk. 

“Massachusetts has a hundred cor- 
hers as picturesque as te gdes.of the 
“Black Forest. 

“If more men seized the enthusiasm of 
the forester and instilled it into others, 
we should soon transform the manufac- 
turing machines of Massachusetts into 
centres of healthy and joyous life.” 


The last annual report spoke of the 
effort we were about to make to organ- 
ize an auxiliary to our Society in Ballard- 
vale. 

We are glad to report that the citi- 
zens of the Vale showed such a lively 
interest in the project that they decided 
to have an organization of their own, 
without any assistance from us, and a 
flourishing society has been started, 
which we wish the fullest measure of 
success. 

A Clean-Up Week was designated in 
the spring as in former years and adver- 
ised thoroughly. The committee in 
charge reported that fewer families pat- 
ronized our collector this year than in 
years past but felt that much work was 
done by other parties, and that the very 
fact that a certain week was designated 
as “Clean-Up Week” called the atten- | 
tion of householders to the need of 
cleanliness and order in and about their 
premises, and was of distinct advantage 
to the town. 

We are planning to work with and 
through the Boy Scouts in clearing our 
roadsides of disfiguring rubbish, as well 
as in other ways, for the benefit of the 
whole community. 

At the West Centre School we have 
planted a bed of shrubs and perennials at 
the rear of the lot. Enonymous radi- 
caus, Japanese barberry, Iris, Arabis 
alpina and yellow sweet alyssum were 
set in the order named; they should 
give an attractive background to the 
yard. 


The smaller parks which have been

The fact that we have a large balance 
this year is explaiffed by our inability 
to#eomplete the work on the Hill, and by 
our giving up other work because of 
labor conditions. 

Qne most generous gift to the Society 
we record with pleasure. Mr. Walter 
Donald and Nr. Thomas: Allen wil] 
give a quit-claim deed .t6, the Society 
of the triangular piece of-land lyingeat 
the junction of North Main, and South 
Union streets, directly in front of their 
residences, the larger part being in 
front of Mr. Donald’s. 

With the exception of Indian Ridge, 
this will be the first piece of land of any 
size to be owned by us, theugh we hold 
a piece ten feet square about Samson’s 
Hockey. With this acquisition we shall 
have another field for our energies, and 
expect to have here, in time, a most at- 
tractive park. We wish to express our 


public spirit in making this gift. 

To the Townsman for publicity, we 
express our thanks, as well as to the 
silent partners in our work whose con- 
tributions make possible the many ac- 
tivities in which we engage.

Municipal Kaisers 

The war has taught us something of 
the local Government of France, but 
mistakes frequently appear in the press. 
For instance, it is incorrect to refer to 
the mayor of Verdun, who has just been 
decorated for his bravery in remaining 
at his post, as the prefect. Mayors are 
appointed in France in much the same 
way as in England, but the prefect is a 
permanent Government official, with 
infinitely greater power and of much 
more importance. We have no such lo- 
cal representative of the central Govern- 
ment in an English town. He is the su- 
preme head of a department—of which 
there are eighty-six—and it is his duty 
to see that the laws passed in Paris are 
carried out properly in every commune of 
his department. 

He has control over the police and 
even over the military, should their ser- 
vices be required in an industrial or 
political dispute; he sees that the taxes 
are collected; and every public improve- 
ment scheme is submitted to him in or- 
der that he may see whether the cost 
should be borne solely by the commune, 
or whether it should be divided with 
the department or even with the central 
Government in Paris. The post of 
prefect is well paid, and often leads to 
higher things. For instance, M. Paul 
Cambon, the French ambassador in 
London, who is probably the best-paid 
diplomatist in the world, held three pre- 
fectures before he was given a diplo- 
matic post.—Manchester Guardian. 


A Madara Cavaieg Chases 


The most dramatic incident of all the 
engagement, however (July 14), was 
that some of our cavalry, after more than 
eighteen months of waiting, came into 
action, not on a very large scale, but ef- 
fectively, and with success. 

Knowing, as one has known, how they 
have longed for an op 20rlunily to do 
their proper work, in’ their-fitmobikity 
and silence, they have been the very em- 
bodiment} of patjence ang restraint. La- 
ler in the day fhey worked up, and after 
some diflicully got aeross the trenches, 
and made their way to the neighborhood 
of the bottom of High Wood, covering 
the left of our advance on Longueval. 
Here they came ynder machine-gun 
fire, and lost some horses, but the cas- 
ualtlies -to men were. immaterial, and, 
bést of #l, they got their chance. 

It was to a troop of. the Dragoon 
Guards and one of the Deccan Horse 
that the chance came. The enemy was 
sniping them from among growing 
corn, and, Dragoon Guards on the left 
and Deccan Horse on the right, they 
went through those cornfields joyfully, 
the one with the lance, the other with 
the sabre. When the horses really 
came on the Germans it is said in many 
cases threw themselyes down, and liter- 
ally shrieked for mercy. Some clutched 
desparately at horses’ legs as they went 
by. Both lance and sabre did their work 
cleanly and thoroughly, and with the ex- 
ception of thirty-four prisoners who, be- 
tween them, they brought back, there 
were no Germans alive of those who had 
been among the corp. ; 

When they had done their little job 
the cavalry sent their horses back; and 
turned in and dug trenches for the in- 
fantry to take over.—London Times.
